Page  172— Curler  Cap.  Cut  a  circle 
21"  in  diameter.  Make  a  narrow  casing 
around  the  edge  with  a  strip  of  bias. 
Starting  at  top  center,  sew  on  lace  in 
rows  about  2"  apart,  using  about  6  yards 
of  lace.  Run  20"  of  hat  elastic  through 
the  casing  and  knot. 

Page  172  —  Cosmetic  Case.  Cut  2  11" 
by  8"  rectangles  of  fabric.  2  of  lining. 
Stitch  lining  and  fabric  together  from 
each  edge.  Press  under  *4"  on  one  long 
edge  of  each  piece.  Sew  pressed  edge  to 
tape  of  a  9"  zipper,  which  is  positioned 
1"  from  each  end  of  fabric.  Sew  close  to 
edge  of  fabric,  close  to  teeth  of  zipper. 
Vt  rong  sides  together,  stitch  the  rectan¬ 
gles  together  in  a  V4"  seam.  Trim  seam  to 
*s".  Turn  bag  inside  out.  Stitch  sides 
again  to  encase  raw  edges.  Turn  bag 
right  side  out  and  press. 

Page  174  —  Hick  rack  and  bells.  Cut 

2  9"  by  27"  strips  of  cotton.  Seam  to¬ 
gether  to  make  a  strip  9"  by  54".  Stitch 
on  rick  rack  in  rows  spaced  VI*"  apart. 
Vie  used  4'-j  yards  of  Vi'right's  Baby  Rick 
Rack  in  silver,  3  yards  of  regular  rick 
rack  in  orange,  and  3  yards  of  Metallic 
Accented  Rick  Rack  in  yellow /silver. 
VI  rong  sides  out,  fold  in  half  lengthwise. 
Stitch,  making  ends  pointed.  Leave  an 
opening  to  turn.  Clip  seams,  turn  right 
side  out,  press  and  hand  sew  opening. 
Sew  bells  on  the  ends. 

Page  174  — Zig-Zag  6e/f. This  takes

color.  Stitch  rick  rack  to  belting,  overlap¬ 
ping  points  of  pre%ious  row.  Tack  under 
ends.  .Attach  buckle. 

Page  175  —  Fringed  jtaji/i.  You’ll  need 
8  yards  each  of  two  colors  of  Wright's 
Double  Fold  Bias  Tape,  and  a  piece  of 
Hi"  wide  belting,  cut  2"  smaller  than 
waist  measure.  Cut  the  tape  into  2  yard 
lengths.  Center  belting  on  first  length  of 
bias  tape.  Bind  edge  of  belting  with  it, 
stitching  tape  edges  together  at  the  same 
time.  Stitch  each  succeeding  row  of  tape 
to  belting,  overlapping  preceding  row.  For 
last  row,  stitch  tape  to  belting  on  crease, 
fold  to  wrong  side.  tack.  Knot  tape  ends. 

Page  175  —  Mad  money  belt.  Cut  1 
package  of  Wright's  Bias  Tape  into  3 
equal  lengths.  Braid  tape  lengths  to¬ 
gether,  leaving  about  4"  of  each  piece 
unbraided.  Pin  ends,  pull  taut,  and  press 
on  one  side.  Stitch  across  tape  at  end  of 
braid.  Glue  ends  between  two  pennies. 

Page  176  —  Colorful  hangers.  Cut  off 
the  bulky  toe.  heel  and  top  of  3  worn  ny¬ 
lon  stockings.  Stitch  together.  Wrap 
tightly  around  a  wire  hanger.  Stitch  ends 
securely.  Wrap  W  right's  Bias  Tape  tightly 
over  top  of  the  stocking.  Stitch  end  se¬ 
curely  at  neck  of  hanger.  Trim  as  desired. 

Page  176  —  Shopping  bag.  Cut  a  rec¬ 
tangle  of  fabric  14’ j"  by  24 Va".  Cut 
pocket  5”  by  6".  Turn  inside  ’/a"  on  all 
edges  of  pocket  and  press.  Top  stitch 
pocket  in  place,  2”  from  bottom  edge, 
from  open  side,  on  a  single  thickness  of 
rectangle.  Stitch  pocket  again  1"  from 
edge  to  make  a  pencil  holder.  Fold  large 


rectangle  in  half  to  make  a  bag  liVj"  by 
12*4".  Stitch  open  side  together  in 
seam,  wrong  sides  together.  Trim  seam 
to  *4".  Turn  bag  to  right  side.  Stitch 
seam  again.  Turn  under  top  edge  Vi", 
turn  again  to  form  hem.  Stitch.  Cut 
two  handles  14*/2"  long  by  2V^"  wide. 
Press  under  *4"  on  all  edges.  Fold  in  half 
lengthwise,  and  top  stitch  close  to  edge. 
Place  handles  2*/.s"  from  seam  edge  on 
one  side,  2*/4"  from  fold  on  other  side. 
Stitch.  Right  sides  together,  stitch  lower 
edges  together  I'/i"  from  raw  edges. 
Stitch  again  *4"  from  first  stitching. 
Fringe  to  stitching. 

Page  177  —Velvet  headbands.  You’ll 
*  need  about  22"  of  IV-i"  to  2"  wide  ribbon, 
6"  to  8"  of  round  elastic.  Turn  under  raw- 
edges  of  ends  of  ribbon  Vi",  turn  under 
again  Vi"  and  stitch.  Push  elastic  through 
open  hem  ends.  Tie  elastic  in  knot,  hide 
knot  in  hem.  Trim  as  desired. 

Page  17S  —  Trimmed  bib.  The  bib  is 
made  from  a  terry  face  cloth,  trimmed 
with  Wright's  Striped  Bias  Trim.  Fold 
the  face  cloth  in  half,  cut  the  neck  curve 
1  A\->"  wide  by  1*4"  deep.  Bind  neck  curve, 

leaving  12"  of  binding  for  tie  strings. 
.Mark  3"  up  from  center  bottom  edge. 
Stitch  down  left  side  of  V  to  this  point, 
then  right  side  over  point  and  straight  to 
lower  edge.  .\dd  pockets  and  2  buttons. 

'  Page  1S1  —  Striped  necktie.  Cut  25 
I  strips,  1’’.h"  wide  by  5"  long  of  one  color, 
t  23  strips  of  a  second  color.  Sew  alternate 
strips  together  in  *4"  seams.  Press  each 
I  seam  open.  You  should  have  a  piece  56" 
!  long  by  5"  wide.  Use  pattern  3660,  omit¬ 
ting  seam  in  the  middle  and  the  inter¬ 
facing.  Sew  and  finish  as  primer  indicates. 

Page  IS'J  —  Terryeloth  placemat. 

<  From  a  terryeloth  dishtowel,  cut  an  oval 


approximately  19"  by  15".  Sew  Consoli¬ 
dated's  fringe  edging  on  top  of  raw  edges 
of  terry  cloth  around  the  oval.  Two  rows 
of  stitching,  %"  apart  hold  the  edging 
more  securely. .  You'll  need  about  1% 
yards  of  trim  per  placemat. 

Page  182  —  Felt  tablecloth.  Measure 
the  diameter  of  your  table,  plus  the  height 
of  the  table  off  the  floor.  The  diameter 
plus  twice  the  height  of  the  table  will 
give  you  the  size  of  the  circle  you  will 
need.  Don’t  forget  to  allow  for  the  depth 
of  the  fringe.  Cut  the  circle  from  the  felt, 
and  top  stitch  the  Consolidated  fringe 
around  the  edges.  Felt  is  usually  72" 
wide.  If  you  need  more  than  that  width 
to  make  your  circle,  you  will  have  to  buy 
twice  the  yardage  and  seam  the  felt.  Be 
sure  to  place  the  seam  so  that  it  is  not  on 
the  surface  of  the  table.  Overlap  the 
edges  of  the  felt  and  top  stitch  together. 
Then  cut  the  circle  and  stitch  the  trim. 

Page  183— Wreaths  of  rick  rack. 
These  wreaths  are  made  from  Wright’s 
Jumbo  Rick  Rack  in  Hunter  and  Emer¬ 
ald  Green,  6  yards  of  each  for  the  large 
size,  2  yards  of  each  for  the  small.  Inter¬ 
lock  the  two  colors  of  rick  rack.  Starting 
at  the  outer  edge  of  a  Pellon  circle  —  13" 
in  diameter  for  large,  3"  in  diameter  for 
small  — stitch  interlocked  rick  rack  in  cir¬ 
cles.  Overlap  rows.  Continue  until  you 
use  all  the  rick  rack.  Cut  away  the  center. 
.Add  a  bow  and  ball-fringe  berries. 

Page  183  —  Indian  Head  placemat. 
Indian  Head  Christmas  prints  and  plains 
come  in  34"  widths.  Divide  width  of  fab¬ 
ric  into  3  18"  sections.  Cut  length  of 
fabric  into  15"  pieces.  You’ll  need  1% 
yards  for  12  placemats  or  napkins.  Turn 
under  *4"  on  each  side,  turn  again  *4", 
and  machine  stitch.  Or  stitch  Vi"  from 
edge  on  four  sides,  and  fringe.

ff  hen  n  r  heard  that  Mrs.  Alma 
Cunningham  had  made  herself  a 
fullydined  winter  coat  in 
two  hours,  we  could  hardly  believe 
our  ears.  If  hen  we  learned 
that  this  was  her  very  first  sewing 
project,  we  were  even  more 
intrigued,  lie  asked  Mrs. 
Cunningham  if  she  would  show  us, 
step-by-step, exactly  how  she  does  it. 
The  pictures  here  tell  her  story. 


At  10:00  A.M..  Mrs.  Ciinnintiliam  l)epan 
making  lliis  Sinijtle-to-Makf  coat.  1072.  .lust 
before  noon  she  was  coniplett'ly  finished,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  final  pressing,  fly  12:30  PM. 
she  liad  c  hanged  from  tlu‘  slacks  and  sweater 
she  likes  to  sew  in.  to  a  chic  black  dress,  and 
fully  groomed,  hurried  to  a  luncheon  meet¬ 
ing  wearing  her  brand  new  coat.  Mrs.  Cun¬ 
ningham  unwittingly  devised  a  number  of 
shortcuts  to  sewing,  some  which  you  may 
want  to  adopt  yourself.  Most  fascinating  to 
us.  though,  is  her  hreezv.  straightforward 
approach  to  sewing  a  winter  coat.  hat's 
there  to  be  nervous  alxnit."  she  asked.  “You 
just  sit  down  and  whack  it  u|i!”  And  that's  ' 
exactly  what  she  proceeded  to  do. 


Mrs.  Cunningham  prefers  to  work  on  the  floor.  “I  can  really  tackle  the  fabric 
better  that  way,”  she  explains,  .\fter  smoc^thing  out  the  fabric  with  her  hands, 
she  lays  out  the  pattern  pieces,  carefully  pinning  them  in  place.  She  cuts  out 
the  pieces  sitting  on  the  floor,  often  using  her  feet  to  keep  the  fabric  in  place. 
This  entire  operation  took  her  exactly  twenty  minutes.  The  next  step  was  to 
spread  out  the  interfacing,  again  sm<H>thing  it  on  the  floor  with  her  hands, 
and  cut  out  the  Armo  pieces,  pencilling  in  ‘‘left  front."  "right  front.”  etc.,  as 
she  went  along.  “This  is  the  one  step  that  always  makes  me  nervous.”  Mrs. 
Cunningham  noted.  “1  would  hate  to  get  the  pieces  mixed  up."  But  without 
a  moment's  hesitation,  she  matched  the  interfacing  to  the  coat  pieces  and 
pinned  them  together,  ready  for  stitching.  Time  so  far:  fifty  minutes. 


Now  comer:  llie  fir-:!  pressing  of  tlie  faltrics.  as  Mrs.  Ciinningliam  steam- 
presses  the  sliell  she  has  just  stilclied  together.  Turning  it  right-side  out, 
site  takes  olivious  deliglit  in  Iter  jirogress.  The  coat  is  uncollared  with  a 
stitched-o|ien  seam  detail  for  yoke  empliasis.  Mrs.  (iunningliam  has  selected 
a  paprika-red  wmd  liy  \nglo.  witli  a  brilliant  silk  lining  which  she  promptly 
|>repared  to  cut  mit.  Again,  she  tosses  the  fabric  in  (ilace  on  the  floor,  pins 
the  pattern  in  place  and  cuts  her  lining  pieces.  She  has  bought  enough  «d 
the  lining  fabric  to  make  the  sheath  dress  which  is  include<l  in  the  pattern 
...her  <it>t  die-'  project.  "If  you  can  read  directions,  you  can  sew.”  .Mrs. 
Cunningham  firmly  believes  ...  and  she's  absolutely  right! 


Tlie  lining!  parts  are  stitched  together 
and  pressed  witli  a  cool  iron.  Mrs. 
Cunningham  then  pins  and  stitclies 
tlieni  in  place  in  the  coat  shell.  Time 
so  far:  one  hour  and  20  minutes. 
Mrs.  Cunningham  so  far  has  worked 
uniquely  hy  her  own  methods.  One  or¬ 
dinarily  works  at  a  table  rather  than 
on  the  floor  —  and  usually  one  would 
press  both  the  pattern  pieces  and  the 
fabric  before  cutting.  Too.  Mrs.  Cun¬ 
ningham  has  found  the  grain  line  by 
eye.  In  spite  of  her  methods,  however, 
the  coat  is  taking  shape  very  nicely, 
and  will  make  a  very  important  addi¬ 
tion  to  her  wardrobe. 


After  stitching  the  lining  to  the 
coat,  the  hand  work  begins.  Mrs. 
Cunningham’s  New  Home  sewing 
machine  does  such  a  marvelous 
job  of  blind  stitching  that  her 
lining  hem  was  machine-stitched. 
The  sleeves  and  coat  hem.  how¬ 
ever,  are  done  by  hand.  Although 
the  pattern  calls  for  three  button 
holes,  Mrs.  Cunningham  pre¬ 
ferred  to  make  only  one  by  leav¬ 
ing  an  opening  in  the  seam  which 
encircles  the  coat.  The  button 
was  sewn  on.  and  a  steam-press¬ 
ing  finished  the  job.  Time:  exact¬ 
ly  two  hours  from  start  to  finish. 
We  asked  Mrs.  Cunningham  if 
we  could  pliotograph  lier  coat  as 
she  had  accessorized  it,  with  a 
sable  scarf  and  beret  by  Winter 
Furs.  The  results,  opposite,  were 
very  gratifying. 


Mrs.  Cunningham's  method  tvill  not 
he  found  in  any  sewing  primer. 
However,  her  forthright  approach 
to  sewing  is  one  which  we  admire 
tremendously.  Every  woman  who 
approaches  sewing  enthusiastically  as 
a  creative  challenge  can  take  more 
pleasure  in  her  work,  and  have  fun 
inventing  imaginative  shortcuts. 


KLnowing  where  you  stand  is  essen¬ 
tial  in  playing  the  game  of  fashion. 

But  sizing  yourself  up  is  no  longer 
the  simple  problem  of  using  a  measur¬ 
ing  tape.  Gone  are  the  rigid  old  rules 
of  tall  and  short  dressing.  Now  you 
must  assess  your  personality  quotient 
as  well.  Given  one  proportioned  de¬ 
sign,  adjustable  to  your  particular 

measurements,  you’re  saved  a  dozen  A.  Of 

fitting  problems  . . .  but  it’s  still  up 
to  you  to  select  the  fabric  that  will 
do  the  most  for  you!  If  you’re  wil¬ 
lowy,  be  proud  of  it;  let  your  light 
shine  in  dramatic  prints  and  plaids.  If 
you  are  petite,  don’t  hide  it;  comple¬ 
ment  your  height  with  new  concepts 
in  color.  Coming  up,  the  revealing 
facts  of  one  proportioned  pattern 
made  for  two  opposite  figure  types. 

See  how  the  right  fabrics,  and 
the  right  accessories  can  help  you 
develop  a  high  personality  cjuotient.

TO  SEW  WITH  THE  NEW 

LAMINATED  FABRICS 


With  the  introduction  of  laminated  fabrics,  you 
can  now  have  a  coat  or  cape  that  is  very  Ught- 
weight  but  just  as  warm  as  a  heavy  one. 

The  unique  feature  here  is  the  inside  or  back¬ 
ing,  as  the  outer  fabric  can  be  any  cloth.  It's 
a  thin  layer  of  synthetic  foam  composed  of  mi- 
croporous  cells  that  trap  air  and  insulate.  This 
foam  is  permanently  bonded  to  the  outer  fabric 
to  give  a  light,  water-repellent  fabric  warmth 
without  bulk.  Laminated  fabrics  can  be  either 
wpshed  or  dry  cleaned,  depending  on  the  outer 
fabric.  They  will  not  mat  or  pill;  they  are  lint 
free,  moth  and  mildew  proof.  Laminated  knits 
will  not  fray  or  stretch  easily  —  cottons  are 
wrinkle  resistant. 

As  these  fabrics  do  not  drape  and  handle  as 
other  fabrics  do,  the  pattern  must  be  simple. 
Because  the  fabric  has  so  much  body,  interfac¬ 
ings  and  interlinings  can  be  forgotten. 

Sew  a  test  sample.  Try  a  large  stitch,  a 
medium  tension.  Put  pins  at  right  angle  to  seam 
line  about  1"  apart.  To  start  fabric  feeding  ac¬ 
curately.  insert  machine  needle,  lower  presser 
foot  and  turn  wheel  by  hand  for  the  first  5  or 
6  stitches.  On  laminated  jersey,  you  may  have 
to  stretch  the  underlayer  slightly.  If  the  fabric 
doesn’t  feed  evenly,  place  strips  of  paper  on 
top  and  under  seam  lines. 

Very  little  pressing  is  necessary.  Set  tem¬ 
perature  for  outer  fabric;  slip  paper  under 
seam  allowance  so  the  iron  will  slide  over  the 
foam.  Layer  seams  and  understitch  all  straight 
facings  for  sharp  edge. 


This  year  knits  have  suddenly  sprung 
into  the  realm  of  the  home  sewer  . . . 
bulky  knits,  double  knits,  souffle  knits, 
flat  knits  in  brilliant  colors  and  ribbed 
knits  with  marvelous  textures.  As  a 
quick  refresher  course  on  handling 
knitted  fabrics,  here  are  a  few  points 
to  remember. 

The  rib  of  knits  is  the  true  grain  line.  Use  this,  not  the  fold,  as 
your  guide  line.  The  fold  is  difficult  to  press  out.  so  lay  out  pattern 
carefully,  with  the  pattern  on  the  right  side  of  the  fabric  to  prevent 
edges  from  rolling  as  you  cut.  Put  pins  closely  together,  vertical  to 
the  seam  line.  Sew  with  medium  tension,  12  to  16  stitches  per  inch.' 
Stretch  fabric  slightly  as  you  stitch.  Shoulder  seams  should  be  re* 
inforced  with  seam  tape. 

LININGS  FOR  KNITS 

A  few  of  the  heavy,  double  knits  do  not  need  a  lining,  even  in  a 
straight  skirt,  but  these  are  the  exceptions.  Most  straight  skirts  must 
be  lined.  For  loosely  knitted  fabrics  that  ravel  and  stretch  easily,  the 
entire  garment  should  be  lined  with  a  light  fabric  such  as  Soft  Super 
Siri.  Cut  out  patterns  from  lining  but  don't  unpin  pattern.  Pin  on 
knit  —  lining  and  knit  pieces  will  be  together,  ready  to  sew.  With 
lining  on  bottom,  stitch  around  entire  edge  of  each  piece  a  scant 
from  edge.  Reinforce  the  underarm  seam  in  an  all-in-one  sleeve  by 
sewing  seam  tape  to  opened  seam  allowances.  See  figure  a.
